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1 . Applicant's arguments filed May 6, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant should refer to the office action mailed April 8, 2005 which respond to 
the arguments which have been repeated by applicant. . 

3. Applicant has amended claims 1 , 4, and 6 to include the limitations of claims 5, 
18 and 10, specifically to include the first and second material being of a different color 
material. Yamashita et al. Pat. No. 6,106,952 discloses the injection of two different 
materials. These two different materials being of different colors is well within the skill in 
the art and conventionally a design choose of the product. As a teaching of this, see 
Yamashita, col. 15, line 44 and col. 16, line 2 which disclose the conventional injection 
molding process as "two-color injection molding". Additionally, Sorensen et al. Pat. No. 
5,049,343 discloses "different colors and/or plastic materials" at col. 8, lines 63-64. 

4. Applicant argues at the top of page 1 5 of the response that Yamashita is silent as 
to the density of the materials and that strength of a material does not direct corollary to 
its density. However, the two materials are different as described in Yamashita, such as 
col. 9, lines 36-50 and col. 14, lines 8-14 which may have a foamed thermoplastic 
polymer composition as the second material of lower density, and col. 14, line 58-col. 
15, line 13 which describe the other first material. Additionally, Yamashita (col. 16, 
lines 17-22) describes the order of injection of the two different material can be 
reversed.
